This Week’s News Reading 


Balloons, Balloons, Balloons! 





Understanding To Be Developed. There are many 
kinds of contests in which children can participate. 

Background of the News. A balloon contest takes place 
each May at Hillcrest Heights Elementary School, Wash- 
ington, D.C. Each student who wishes to participate pays 
25 cents for a ticket, which entitles him to fly a balloon. 
Students may purchase more than one ticket. Each bal- 
loon has a card attached giving the name of the student 
and the name of the school. About 700 to 800 balloons 
are released. The finder of a balloon writes to the student 
whose name is on the card. A prize is given to both the 
sender and the finder of the balloon that travels farthest. 
The contest raises money for the school PTA and is an 
incentive in teaching letter writing. 


Before They Read 


Picture Reading. What do you see in the picture? 
What is happening? Where was the picture taken? (in a 
schoolyard) How can you tell that more than one class 
is sending up balloons? (amount of children and ages 
of children) Why might they be flying balloons? 


While They Read 


News Reading. What is our news about? Read the 
headline. (The following questions are suggested to 
develop the news reading.) 

1. What do children fly at one school? 
2. When do they fly the balloons? 

3. What do other children do? 

4. What do the children get? 


After They Read 


Think and Discuss. Share the Background of the News 
with the class. Then ask questions to stimulate a dis- 
cussion of this contest and others. ““Why might you like 
to take part in a balloon contest? What color balloon 
would you choose to fly? What are some other kinds of 
contests?’’ (party games, races, pie eating, spelling, sports, 
beauty, checkers) 

Language Arts. Encourage letter writing. Let children 
pretend that they were finders of balloons in the balloon 
contest. As a group cooperative project or as individual 
projects, children can compose letters that they would 
write to tell the children who sent the balloons how and 
where they found the balloons. Remind them that to 
“win a prize’ they must include their own names and 
addresses. 

Speech. The poem can be used to review speech sounds.
